THE DOLLER FAMILY: 


Death of Mr Lewis Deller. 

On Sunday morning last Mr. Lewis 
Dolier, one of the old’ sod weil-kvown 
farmers of North Fredericksbargh, died very 
suddenly at his residence, ayed 76 years and 
one month. He had been in poor bealt! 
for some time, of heart failare, but had 
improved « good deal within the last few 
weeks, On Saturday be waa in Napance, 

tendicg to bis ordinary business aod was 
in better health’ and spirits than fcr some 
months fast. Qa Sunday morning he 
taken suddenly il! and died within « 
minuter. Mr. Dolier was a life long resi- 
dent of this county. He was boro near the 
White chorch, Morves,.on the 29h of 
December, 1820. When quite a young boy 
his father moved into North Frederickaburgb, 
where he has spent all bis daye. Ho waes 
quiet and icdostrious farmer, a liberal io 
politics and = member of the Method! 
chureb, He married Miss Catharine Dun- 
bar, a daoghter of the late A: Danbar, 
who died in Napanee sevcrsl years ago. 
She is a sister of Dr. Jobo Dunber, and 
Mrr. Fred MeGauin, now residents of Napa- 
nee aod of Mr. E. H. Danbar, of Fellows P.O. 
They have tour children li There are 
Mre. George McKim, formerly of Napanee 
and now of Watertown, N. Y.; Mrs. Norman 
Garrison, of Frederickabargh ; Mrs, Welling- 
too Loyat, of Ernesttown aod Almon Doller, 
riding near the Morvea White churcn. 
The funeral took place at the Morven 
coretery on Tuesday and «as largely attend- 
ed. 


THR DOLLER FAMILY 


As Tue Braver bas of late beensgiving 
sketches of the bistory of several of the 
pioneer families of this county it may be as 
well bere to relate some facts of the ler 
family, who here been among the weil 
known residente for nearly exghty years past. 

Charles Doller, the head of this family, 
was 3 native of Germany ard spent all hi 
early deys as m soldier. He was first/in the 
army of Napoleon Bonaparte, being one of 
the levies from among the young men of bis 
\day. He was in some of the most terrible 
battles which so devastated Europe duriog 
the eatlier years of this century. He w 
inken prisooer by the British daring the

American invasion of Canada, the sam 
regiment rendered meworable service in 
Canada, under General Gordon Drummond. 
He was a member of the memorabie oxpedi- 
tion from Kingston, under Comodore Yeo 
}and General Drummond that made « success- 

fol attack on Oswego.

AX EARLY SCHOOL 
The ol ler Doller brothers were all attend- 
ants at the old red echool house, standing 
jast nearly in front of the old Gordanier 
tavern, which was a leading sebool in the 
county sixty years ago. One of their earls 
teachers was ‘Joe Neilson, 
Doctor Neilson, who resided in that Joeality. 
“Jos” was an intelligent and .embitiou 
ang man. Not socceeding in business 
to hia satisfaction he went to New York, 
ied law and became prominent lawyer 
in that great city. He aiterwards became 
one of the well koown jo?ges and presided 
adoring the celebrated Tilden vs. Beecher 
ease in New York about twenty years ag, 
which at the time attracted more attentivn 
than any ober casein Ameries. The p-pers 
ai the tithe gave him a ood deal of credit for 
the ability with which he held well in band 
the ablest lswyere in the country who had to 
do with that ease. He married the orly 
deoghter ofthe late ‘Jobn Gordanier. Whei 
he died a few years sgo bis body w 
brought to Morven, where it now lies among 
his kinamen and forme; echool fellows. He 
was an uncle of Mrs. Jvhn McKim, of Selby, 
aod her sisters the Miyecs Neileon of this, 
town, and of Mr. W. {. Gordanier alco a| 
resident here.

THE YORK m’AD. 

As 60 few are now at all fami’ 
history of the McAdamized road from Nap: 
pee to Kingston, it may be as well to « 
some facts of its history here. The elde: 
Dollers all assisted in the building of thes 
road. It is, ot was, one cf the best and 
mort substantial ever bail in Canada, and 
ita permacency well illostrates the im- 
portance atid valve of building roads proper 
ly in the oatert. It was becun in 1836,. the 
work of the Provincial government, and was 
intended as a link of a great pablic highway 
from Kingston to York, now Torooto, and it 

herefore well’ known as “the York 
Me. Call, an English Civil Engioeer, 
engineer He was granifather of} 
T. Forward and Mrs, Peter Bristol, 
of Napanee, and of Mr Joseph Call, 
of Mitchell’ The two sections first bu:lt 
were from Kingston to » couple of miles 
‘of Mill Creek now Olessa, and from} 
Napanee to the atone bridge, half a mile or 
no east of Charles Lowry's place, in Fred 
ericksburgh. Fanda then became exhausted 
and it was not un ii 1843 that the connect 
ing link was completed. Mir. J. M. Parrott 
informa ua that the road from Kingston to 
Odessa cost £30,000, or $120.00, but it has 
afforded a ep'eadid road bed ever since, and 
witl do 90 for a generalia to come. [in al 
in giving a good road’ to King ton 
as the making of fortunes to many 
residents along its line, and largely helped in 
building op Kingeton iteel!.

25 years ago, than he Introduced as pars | 
of bis government one of the most odious 
features of Russia—namely, the secret 
Political police. He set aside large suis 
of money with which to pay informers, 
spies and a class of wretches, 
in America,

call “enemies of the empire,"” or such as 
we would call enemies to the Bismarck- 
tan policy. 

The fruit which this tree has borne is 
very bitter. A recent trial in Berlin dis.

of all political tasks, has been using its 
powers for the purpose of advancing the 
interests of a court clique as opposed to 
the constitutional government of the 
country. Bribery, forgery, perjury, have 
-been used in the hopes ' of damaging 
Baron Marsehall, who is head of the 
German foreign office and a man wholly 
above the vulgnr intrigues that flouriah 
in the atmosphere of & court. But per- 
haps the saddest feature in the case is 
the side light it throws upon the German 
Press. Our own papers are not models 
ef purity, but it would be difficult to 
name a New York paper capable of doing 
such dirty work as is expected of so 
called official anit semi-ofMficial papers in 
the land of Schiller and Goethe. When 
We in America read that the German 
Press attacks this man or praises that 
one, It does not mean that the editors 
of these different papers have reached an
